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LEGENDS OF LANGKAWI - MAKAM 
MAHSURI 


With its fabled and historical past, Langkawi 
is a treasure trove. Significant sites have been preserved 
for posterity. Makam Mahsuri (Mahsuri Mausoleum) lies 
in a village about 12 kilometres from Kuah. This shrine 
is in honour of a fair maiden who lived on Pulau 
Langkawi more than two hundred years ago. Accused 
unjustly of adultery, she was executed with a special 
kris. According to legend, she bled white blood and in 
her dying breath, she laid a curse on the island 
that it would henceforth not prosper for seven 
generations. Fact or fiction, the seven generations have 
come to an end and Langkawi today enjoys the 
prosperity of accelerated 
development and ever 
increasing tourist arrivals. 


KUAH 


Kuah, the main town, 
is located on the southeastern 
side of Pulau Langkawi. It 
is the take off point to the 
neighbouring islands by 
ferry. The name ‘Kuah’ is a 
Malay word meaning ‘gravy’ 
and involves an old legend of two battling giants who 
overturned a gigantic pot of curry at the spot where the 
town now stands. Once a rustic town with a few streets, 
Kuah today is a thriving centre of modern hotels and 
shopping-cum-business complexes, but without the 
over-crowding and bustle of modern cities. Kuah is a 
duty free shopping haven with a wide variety of goods 
sold at attractive prices. The multi-racial population 
produces excellent culinary delights, especially fresh 
seafood. 


AIR HANGAT VILLAGE 


Sited on four acres of land around Telaga Air 
Hangat (Hot Springs), this modern complex includes a 
3-tier hot spring fountain, an 18-metre long handcarved 
riverstone mural depicting the legends that enshroud 
this location, daily demonstrations of local crafts and 
cultural dances and shops selling traditional handicrafts. 
Food and beverage facilities are available here. The 
village complex is only about 14 km from Kuah.
